A committee of citizens, teachers and 
principals was appointed to make’ re- 
commendations to the schoo! board on 
what cuts the board should make and how 
the next millage proposal should be 
presented to voters. 

A general concensus at the meeting 
was that the board should reduce its 
twice-defeated 23.2 mill request to 21.2 
mills, the same level which was approved 
last year. Extra millage could be re- 
quested on top of that base millage, but 
if the increase were defeated, the school 
district would at least be able to operate. 

Although no formal proposal has been 
made for additional cuts, Supt. Mel 
Rullman said some possibilities appear to

The earliest another election can be 
held is early October, but there was some 
sentiment in the audience at Tuesday's 
meeting that the board should take more

' The board of directors has proposed 
several revisions in company bylaws 
which, despite good intentions, will 
actually make the operation of the 
company less, rather than more, 
democratic. - 

- Cooperative members will be asked 
to vote on the bylaw revisions at their 
annual meeting tn Boyne City this 
Friday at 7 p.m. (See related story for 
details.) 

Proposal No. 1 of the bylaw revi- 

- sions would, if approved, require that 
any member petitions (for nomination 
recall, or other initiation of other 
action) would not only have to include 
signatures of members, but also their 
company account numbers. 

We can understand the company’s 
desire to accurately validate signa- 
tures on petitions. They point out that 
it is often hard to read a signature and 
signatures might not match the name 
of a customer according to Top 
O’Michigan records. Thomas William 
Jones might sign his name Tom Jones, 
Bill Jones, T. W. Jones or in any 
number of variations. . 

That could be a problem, but we 
think it creates a worse problem, What 
member, approached to sign a petition 
on the street, would possibly know his 
electric company account number? 

This would make it incredibly difficult 

to obtain signatures on petitions. 


‘That’s the problem—indeed, the» 


Thus, if itis made more difficult to 
get valid signatures, it does not seem 
terribly logical to then increase the 
number of signatures required on a 
board nominating petition, from 15 to 
50, as is asked in Proposal No, 2. 

The overall result is that signatures 
will be harder to get, and more signa- 
tures will be needed. This is hardly

consistent with the company’s stated 
goal of ‘‘opening up the electoral 
process.”’ 

Perhaps one proposal or the other 
might be satisfactory—but certainly 
not both in conjunction with each 
other, 

' We would urge the defeat of 
Proposa} No. 1, requiring account 
numbers to be included with signa- 
tures. Then getting 50 signatures 
would not be as, difficult. Increasing 
the number to 50 is not such a bad idea 
on its own. 

It would, as the directors point out, 
assure that anyone being nominated is 
truly serious about serving on the 
board. The provision for 15 signatures 
was initiated long ago when members 
of the electric cooperative were few 
and far between. 

Another major feature of Proposal 
No. 2 is quite attractive in principle. It 
would result in all candidates for the 
board of directors being nominated by 
petition rather than by a board- 
appointed nominating committee. 

This change is being proposed 
because the nominating committee 
has been criticized for tending to 
nominate ‘‘individuals whose

Big Rock is needed 


lines. As the load demand increases in 


Editor, 

I read an article in your paper on July 
31, by a Mr. Joe Clark with deep regret. | 
regret that, although Mr. Clark has a very 
witty and clever way of expressing his 
views on the ability of our company 
spokepersons’ statements to be truthful, 
to use some of his outdoor/nature 
terminology, Mr. Clark evidently ‘‘can't 
see the forest for the trees’ when 
considering Big Rock's contribution to 
the power needs of northern Michigan. 

True, Big Rock only produces approxi- 
mately 65 megawatts of electricity and 
that is a small portion of the total ‘‘grid’’ 
power of Consumers Power Company; 
but, what Mr. Clark fails to see is that by 
Big Rock generating 65 megawatts of 
power at 143,000 volts in northern 
Michigan it keeps the voltage up which, 
in turn, keeps the ratepayers’ motors,

fans, and stoves operating efficiently. 

Let me explain. The voltage to the 
homes and businesses is regulated to try 
and maintain 110-120 volts, 220-240 volts, 
or 440-480 volts or whatever the voltage 
required. This voltage can only be 
maintained if the power is available on 
the transmission lines. 

The meters on our houses and busines- 
ses measure current flow and voltage. As 
the voltage goes down, (due to increased 
draw on the system, i.e. more air 
conditioners, fans, etc.), the current flow 
has to go up to let the appliance do the 
same amount of work. This increase in 
current flow will cost the ratepayer more 
because his appliances will not operate as 
efficiently. 

The majority of the power for northern 
Michigan comes from our bigger plants 
downstate through our

transmission: 


eseraapand with that of any existing 
board." 

We think this change is worth a try, 
although the results definitely need to 
be watched closely if such a change ts 
approved by the membership. The fact 
that nominating petitions will be taken 
during a certain period must be 
well-publicized by the electric 
company through the media at the 
appropriate time each year. 

The drawback of this type of system 
is that possibly fewer candidates 
would run for the board than under the 
present system. Nominations are now 
allowed from the committee, petition 
and from the floor at the annual ’ 
meeting. 

If the bylaw change results in 
noticeably fewer candidates than in 
the past, it could end up even further 
perpetuating the constant re-election 
of incumbents—which is what the 
bylaw change is designed to guard 
against. 

All in all, it is unfortunately quite a 
task to stimulate much public interest 
in the electric cooperative. Out of 
more than 30,000 members, only 300 
or 400 bother to mail in ballots to 
annual meetings, and only about 200 
actually attend the meetings. Even 
those 200 must be coaxed by door 
prizes to attend. 

Despite this apathy, we feel it is 
important to keep the avenues of 
nomination and petition open. There is 
always the possibility of a burning 
issue, such as the strike two years ago, 
which can stir up emotions and create 
renewed interest in the electric 
cooperative. If and when those issues 
come up it is imperative that members 
have reasonable means of changing 
(or attempting to change) the system, 


northern Michigan, the current flow 
through these lines increases and the line 
losses increase and subsequently the 
voltage starts to drop. Big Rock Point 
generating 65 megawatts at 143,000 volts 
is very important in keeping this voltage 
up during peak load periods. 

In the control room at Big Rock we have 
seen many times our turbine at maximum 
boost trying to keep this voltage up. In 
fact, we have a procedure we use quite 
often to reduce our own plant electrical 
load by turning out unnecessary lights, 
fans and other convenience items so we 
can help keep the voltage up. We know 
every little bit helps. 

I don't normally like to use big exotic 
numbers to make a point because 
someone can always find a bigger one to 
dispute it and call me a liar, but in this 
case I think J will. 

It seems that people tend to look at Big 
Rock's 65 megawatts as a very small 
amount of power, but looking back on Big 
Rock's past, a very impressive fact 
unfotds, Since Big Rock went on the line 
in 1963, it has generated over five million 
megawatt hours of electricity. Now that’s 
enough power to light 50 billion 100-watt 
light bulbs for one hour. That's a lot of 
light bulbs. 

Just to give you an idea of how much 
one billion really is, if you were to start 
counting to one billion now, and didn't 
stop to eat or sleep. it would take you 32 
years to get there. That’s only to one 
billion, not $0 billion. | 

l regret that a fellow stockholder would 
not look a little deeper into his own 
company and the people who work for 
him, like Phil Loomis, Bob Wischmeyer 
and myself, so that perhaps he could see 


the forest beyond the trees. If I feit like

MACKINAW CITY : Much has been 


written about Mackinac Island and its 
attractions, but located on the mainland, 
the City of Mackinaw offers its own 
variety of fun. 

A trip to this city is a blend of historic 
sites, beautiful shorelines and a myriad of 
tourist-oriented businesses. 

_ Downtown Mackinaw City is filled with 
fudge shops, gift stores and fast food 
outlets. A perfect paradise for the 
vacationland family, or a first-time visitor 
to the state. 

The city marina, located across from 
the downtown shopping area, houses 
hundreds of boats from all across the 
country. A walk along its docks reveals 
boats with hometown listings stretching 
from New York to Mississippi. 

200 YEAR OLD SHIP 

Docked at the marina is ‘‘The Wel- 
come,’’ a reconstruction of a 1775 British 
military ship. 

The Welcome js open to the public 
daily from July t to Labor Day and can be 
viewed for $1.50 for adults and $1 for 
children under 12. Some of the attractions 
aboard include the shiny wood decks, 
or try out one of the crew’s bunks and sit 
at the captain’s table. Costumed guides 
bring back the era of the American 
Revolution. 

The ship, originally constructed in 1775 
at Michilimackinac as a private trading 


in 
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vessel, has been ssconstnacted by. the 
Mackinac Island State Park Commission 
to recapture Michigan’s maritime tradi- 


tion. 
The ship was used during its. era by: 


the British to supply Fort Michilimacki- 
nac with supplies. From 1780-81 it made 
several trips between the mainland and 
Machinac Island to help the community 


move. Late in 1781 the sloop was lost and 


never found. 
HISTORIC FORT 

Another attraction, Fort Michilimacki- 
nac, a few blocks from the marina, is a 
historic education, 

The fort was also reconstructed by the 
Park Commission. Originally used by the 
British to protect the straits between Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron, it is now being

The Mackinaw Bridge separates Lake 
Michigan from Lake Huron and also.

If you're’ the kind or camper who likes 
“to get away from it all’’. while on 
vacation, the perfect setting is Wilder- 
_ness State Park. 

Wilderness State Park; located on the 
picturesque straits of Mackinac at the 
extreme northern tip of Michigan’s lower 
peninsula, is a wild, natural forest. 


“Jand, surrounded by white sand and clear 


blue Lake Michigan, It is appropriately 
named, for here the visitor can enjoy vast 
evergreen forests, natural beaches, hop 


from island to island, and walk for many 


miles along the rocky shoreline. 

A 210-site campground is nestled right 
off the shore of Lake Michigan and 
campers can easily travel from tent or 
trailer to the beach. for a dip and back. 


campground, which is located in just one 
part of the park, is that for such a vast, 
wild area, the camp sites are pretty close 
together. 

To make up for the crowded camp- 
ground, though, there are acres and acres 
of land to hike, wander and explore 
through. 

The drive from Charlevoix County to 
Wilderness Park, is as scenic as the park 
itself. Going through-Harbor Springs,

winding, wooded road which follows the

To break up the drive, stop at 
HARBOR SPRINGS for a walk along its 
flower-dotted sidewalks and stop and 
shop at the numeraus stores. A quick 
game of tennis or a view of hundreds of 
colorful boats, can be had by visiting the 
city marina, 

Leaving Harbor and traveling north on 
M-119 for another 20 miles will take you 
into CROSS VILLAGE, a small village of 
Indian heritage. 

The famous Legs Inn—named for its 
inverted stove-pipe legs at the edge of the 
roof—is great for a lunch stop. Inside the 
bar-restaurant is a wood decor completely 
constructed with glue.

Upon leaving Cross Village to go to 
Wilderness Park, travel east on County 
Road 66 and follow the signs. It’s about a 
15 mile trip to the park. 


Some of the attractions at Wilderness 
State Park include four log cabins which 
can be rented for $10 a day, Sturgeon Bay 
(good for bass fishing), three hiking 
trails, a wildlife refuge area and several 
acres of wilderness and coastline to hike, 
swim and get lost in. 


After taking your car as far as you can 
drive down the point, and walking 
another two miles, the view from Waugo- 
snance is breathtaking. Across Lake 
Michigan and a sandbar are Waugo- 
snance and Crane Islands. 

Sites at the campground are $6 a night. 
There are flush toilets, showers, play- 
grounds and a boat launch.

This vineyard is nestled high on the 
peninsula overlooking beautiful Grand 


- Traverse Bay. Surrounding the area is the 
‘cherry country image of Traverse City. 


- Late October and early November is 
the harvest season. The grapes and the 
vine leaves turn rich pink or red color and 
it’s time to pick the fruit for the hyst test 
of becoming wine. 

But, even at this time of the season, the 
vines are beginning to produce their first 
grapes. 

This will be an excellent year for 
Chateau Grand Travers’ wine, Murphy 
points out. because of the abundance of 
each vine's fruit and idea! weather last 
winter and so far this summer. 

He expects over 10,000 gallons of wine 
to be produced this year from the 47 acres 
of vineyards. Each grapevine produces 
approximately 20 pounds of fruit, enough 
for two bottles of wine. 

Owner Ed O'Keefe first started the 
vineyard on the peninsula five years ago. 
His strong German background shows its 
influence everywhere. German machi- 
nery, German grape~growing methods, 
and a German winemaker are used. 

Visitors are welcome and are given a 
grand tour of the wine-making process 
and tasting. Tour schedules vary, but 
Murphy explained that they are held 
approximately every hour, Monday 
through Saturday, and visitors are free to 
try wine in the tasting room from 11 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. 

The 15-minute tours show the vine- 
yards where the grapes are grown, and 
the fermenting and storage process of the 
wines. + 

The best vineyard sites are those with 
maximum sunlight and good air flow, 
Murphy explains.

frost and provides tor essentia} silo 
drainage, Murphy said. 

European grapes are grown at Chateau 
Grand Travers. This provides for a 100 
percent vinifera vineyard with no hy- 
brids, he said. Other vineyards in 
Michigan use French hybrid grapes or an 
American variety. This European char- 
acter provides for a different taste and 
texture of the wine. he said. 

Four acres of over 70 different selec- 
tions of grapes help Chateau experiment 
with different types of wines which may 
be produced in Michigan, Murphy said. 

Different varieties have aitterent 
shaped leaves and produce different 
looking grapes. ‘‘Test fields give us two 
forms of information: what varieties will 
survive the winter and the sugar produc- 
tion of different fruits,’’ Murphy said. 

Because of the vineyard location, on 
the peninsula, there are actually 40 to 50 
more growing days per season than other 
nearby locations, Murphy said. Cold air

drains from higher sites into lower areas. 
And because of its high elevations, there 


is less frost damage to the grapes, he _ 


added. 

Once the grapes are ripe in fall, 
workers are hired to pick the fruit. 
Murphy expects the hand-harvest picking 
to take about two weeks compared to a 
harvest time of five days last year. 

Once the grapes are picked they are 
brought into the processing plant, testec 
for acidity and sugar content and put in 
3,500 gallon steel tanks for the ferment- 
ing process. 

The type and color of wine depend a lot 
on its fermentation. 

Red and white wines can be made from 
the same grape, yet it is in the 
fermentation that the difference in color 
and taste comes about. 

Red wines are made by leaving the 
juice in contact with the skins and pulp 
for a longer period to take on the color. 
Murphy said the fermentation time for 
red wines is between two days and two 
weeks depending on the type of wine 
desired. 

White grapes are separated from their 
skins almost immediately and fermented 
afterwards. ‘‘Dry'' wines are created 
when fermentation is allowed to continue 
until all the sugar is converted to alcohol. 
‘‘Sweet’’ wines result when the termen- 
tation is stopped earlier. 

It is during this fermentation process 
that the winemaker takes great care to 
test the wine for its taste and purity. 

Impurities are removed from the wine 
after fermentation, and it is pumped into 
sterile bottles for distribution. 

Chateau Grand Travers wines are sold 
at a wine store at the vineyard and to 
retail outlets, Murphy said. 

Some of the wines produced at the 
vineyard are: Morning Apple, Chablis, 
Gamay Beaujolais, Zinfandel, Sweet 
Montmorency Cherry and Old Fashioned 
Spice Wine. 

Four wines from Chateau Grand Tra- 
vers were awarded medals during the 
1979 State Fair. The wines were: Caber- 
net Sauvigon, 1976, gold medal; Rose, 
silver medal; and Pinot Chardonnay, 
1978, and Burgunday, bronze medals.
